Solved Summer Dilemma 
To the Editor: ; 

This summer, I was faced with a di- 
lemma that I’m sure is shared by many par- 
ents of middle- and high-school-aged chil- 
dren: What can I do with my child all sum- 
mer long when he/she is too old to be left 
with a sitter, but perhaps too young to be 
left home alone all day every day? 

Romulus Recreation to the rescue! 
During the month of July, the Recreation 
Department offered a program for seventh- 
to tenth-graders. The program ran Monday 
through Friday from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m., with 
some limited options for extended supervi- 
sions for parents who needed a few extra 
minutes to get to the RAC (Romulus Ath- 
letic Center) to pick up their children. 

Each day, the kids were bused to 
venues offering age-appropriate entertain- 
ment — movies, skating, bowling, water park 
activities, canoeing, and even laser tag. 
Thursdays were reserved for events that 
included horseback riding, whirleyball, and 
a Detroit Tigers baseball game. Although 
there were additional fees for the Thursday 


trips, they were reasonable — as was the total - 


_ program cost of $80 for Romulus residents. 

The kids were supervised at all times 
by responsible staff that treated the youth 
with respect and exhibited a genuine desire 
to be around teenagers. Personnel in the 
office were knowledgeable and helpful, and 
the kids seemed to love their bus driver. 
Teens were allowed to exercise their inde- 
pendence, but required to practice personal 


responsibility. They had opportunities to 
make new friends, visit new places, get ex- 
ercise, and have experiences they might not 
otherwise have. The program was more 
than what I had hoped for, more than just 
something to keep my teenager busy. 

And, along with the highly recom- 
mended Middle School/High School Sum- 
mer Recreation Program, the Romulus 
Parks and Recreation Department offers 
summer programs to elementary-age chil- 
dren, and other programs throughout the 
year that deserve community-wide support. 

I grew up in Romulus, and while the 
City has always offered a recreation pro- 
gram, todays Romulus Rec has done an 
outstanding job in keeping up with the 
times and expanding the program to offer 
some of the best recreation and entertain- 
ment opportunities in the area. 

Keep up the great job — and thank you!

Grant Will Fund Creation, Distribution 
of Free Fire-prevention Calendars 


The Michigan Fire Inspectors Society 
has received a $4,000 fire prevention grant 
from FM Global, a leading property insurer 
based in Johnston, Rhode Island.

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Metro Airport’s Full-scale Emergency 
Response Drill Simulated Plane Crash 
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Among the vehicles used in the Wayne County Airport Authority’s recent 
emergency response exercise were two new ambulances that were acquired last 
spring. The ultramodern vehicles — one of which is pictured above — are equipped 
with four-wheel drive; and are specially designed to perform off-road in areas 
like DT W’s airfield. The ambulances also feature a full complement of state-of- 
the-art medical equipment like hydraulic stretchers. _ 


On August 14, the Wayne County Air- 
port Authority, in coordination with more 
than 40 community and business partners, 
practiced a full-scale emergency response 
procedure that would be implemented in 
the event of a mass-casualty aircraft disas- 
ter at Detroit Metropolitan Wayne County 
Airport (DTW). 

“Air travel remains one of the safest 
means of transportation available, and 
Friday's drill was an important part of the 
Airport Authority's commitment to its mis- 
sion of providing safe and secure air trans- 
portation facilities for the benefit of our cus- 
tomers, said WCAA CEO Lester Robin- 
son. “In the unfortunate and infrequent 
event of a major aircraft disaster, having a 
well-rehearsed emergency response Ba is 
critical to saving lives.” 

As part of its certification requirements 
under Federal Aviation Regulation Part 139, 
the WCAA is required by the Federal Avia- 


tion Administration to conduct such a full- . 


scale emergency response exercise at least 
once every three years. The drills are de- 
signed to ensure the airport's preparedness 


to respond in the event of an aircraft disas- ~ 


ter, and provide an opportunity to thor- 
oughly review and enhance its emergency 
response procedures. 

The scenario for this year’s exercise 
simulated the airport’s response to an air- 
craft crash landing on the southeast corner 
of the airport property near the airport’s 
- largest storm water retention pond. The 
exercise provided an opportunity to simu- 
late both land and water rescue, as well as 
firefighting, emergency medical services, 
and coordinated activities by airport police, 





airfield operations, public affairs, emergency 
management, and airline teams. 

The exercise was supported by a broad 
base of community organizations — some 
of which would realistically play a role in 
such a disaster response effort, and others 
that generously donated the use of space 
and/or other resources to support the exer- 
cise itself. 

Organizations participating in and/or 
supporting Friday’s exercise included Delta 
Air Lines, Wayne County Department of 
Homeland Security and Emergency Man- 
agement, Wayne County Department of 
Public Service, Wayne County Medical 
Examiners Office, City of Romulus, City 
of Dearborn, Canton Township, Disaster 
Area Recovery Team, Western Wayne Fire 
Mutual Aid, Downriver Fire Mutual Aid, 
NOMADS World Travel Club, Little 
Caesars Pizza, Salvation Army, Health 
Emergency Medical Services, Superior 
Ambulance, Medic One Ambulance, Rapid 
Response EMS, HealthLink Ambulance, 
Community EMS, DMCare Ambulance, 
Beaumont Medical Transportation, Huron 
Valley Ambulance, The Metropolitan Hotel, 
Masters Green, and Allied Career Institute.

with a personal donation. 

Taylor firefighters distribute the detec- 
tors, free of charge, to Taylor residents who 
can’t afford the devices for their own homes. 
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The devices are available at the Midtown 
Fire Station (23345 Goddard Road). 

“I am happy to again be part of such 
an important and worthwhile program,” 
Zetterberg said. “House fires are tragedies, 
but in many cases they can be prevented. 

Hager cautioned that smoke detectors 
are effective only if they are installed, main- 
tained, and have a working battery. 

“Smoke detectors should be tested 
monthly and replaced every 10 years,” said 
Hager. “I urge the community to contact 
their local fire department if they have ques- 
tions about fire protection equipment.” 

He added, “The Taylor Fire Depart- 
ment would like to thank Henrik Zetter- 
berg, public relations director Kelly Kearly, 
and the Red Wings organization for all that 
they do for the communities.” O

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New Technologies Improve Disability Process

In March, Social Security became the 
first government agency to use the Nation- 
wide Health Information Network (NHIN). 
This initiative will cut the time it takes 
Social Security to get medical records — from 
weeks or months to only minutes — for 
people who apply for disability benefits. 
Initially, this will affect a small number of 
the people applying for disability benefits, 
but it will gradually expand. 

This year, Social Security will handle 
almost three million disability claims a year, 
and make over 15 million requests for medi- 
cal records from over 900,000 medical pro- 
viders. Providers have a number of options 
to respond to these requests, but all require 
manual intervention before evidence can be 
entered into Social Security's electronic dis- 
ability folder. 

Using the NHIN, when an applicant 


lists certain medical facilities as treating 


sources, Social Security's system automati- © 


cally sends an electronic message to the 
hospital’s system requesting the medical 
record and providing the patient's authori- 
zation. The hospital’s system automatically 


responds. Within minutes, the medical evi-. 


dence is available for evaluation.

In addition, we've identified medical 
codes that match portions of 43 conditions 
in our medical listings. The agency's com- 
puter system analyzes the data for these 
codes after receiving hospital records, and 
alerts the disability decision maker so the 
case can be processed more quickly. 

We at Social Security are doing our part 
to make the disability determination pro- 
cess more efficient for those who depend 
on it.

With innovative new technologies like 
the NHIN, medical codes, and the online 
application, Social Security is working to 
reverse the growing disability backlog and 
reduce the time it takes to make a decision.
